sleep. The ex cessive use of stimu­ 
lating beverages may be another 
cause of sleeplessness. 
It can be seen that, when sleep­ 
lessness occurs, it is important 
that a careful study be made as 
soon as possible to determine the 
cause and eliminate it. 
Sleep-producing drugs are not 
without their dangers. They may 
be habit-forming and their use, ex ­ 
cept under the directions of a 
phy sician, would hardly appear 
advisable. Many persons who, on 
one or another occasion have found 
it difficult to fall asleep, have 
resorted to the use of these drugs 
and then have just kept up their 
use when there was really no need 
for them. Of course, this practice 
should be frowned upon. 
There is a large variety of sleep- 
producing drugs known as bar­ 
biturates. Just which one should 
be used and for how long, of 
course, is a matter for the phy si­ 
cian to decide, and he will pre­ 
scribe it in the proper dose. When 
used in this way , it is likely that 
habit formation may be avoided 
and the dangerous effects of sleep- 
producing drugs prevented.

SLEEPLESSNESS is seldom a 
problem for the person who does 
hard phy sical work. It is often a 
problem among such persons as 
writers, professional men and 
women tnd artists. Sleeplessness 
may be due to many causes, among 
them being mental or emotional 
conflicts, worry , fear, and anx iety . 
Often the sleepless person is not 
even aware of ex actly what it is 
that is troubling him, and it may 
require the services of a specialist 
in diseases of the nervous sy stem 
to ferret out the cause. 
There are a number of diseases, 
such as tox ic goitre, high blood 
pressure, indigestion and many in­ 
fections which contribute to sleep­ 
lessness. Too much mental stimu­ 
lation may also lead to sleepless­ 
ness. After a busy day requiring 
a great deal of mental activity , 
many persons find that they just 
cannot slow down enough by bed­ 
time to fall asleep promptly .

SLEEPLESSNESS is seldom • 
S 
roblem for the person who does 
srd physical work. It is often a 
problem among such persons as 
writers, professional men and 
women md artists. Sleeplessness 
may be due to many causes, among 
them being mental or emctional 
conflicts, worry, fear, and anxiety. 
Often the sleepless person is not 
even aware of exactly what it is 
that is troubling him. and it may 
require the services of a specialist 
in diseases of the nervous system 
to ferret out the cause. 
There are a number of diseases, 
such as toxic goitre, high blood 
pressure, indigestion and many in­ 
fections which contribute to sleep­ 
lessness. Too much mental stimu­ 
lation may also lead to sleepless­ 
ness. After a busy day requiring 
a great deal of mental activity, 
many persons find that they just 
cannot slow down enough by bed­ 
time to fall asleep promptly. 
Other Interference 
Of course, other things, such as 
noise, light and improper sleeping 
surroundings, may interfere with 
I 


sleep. The excessive use of stimu- 
luting beverages may be another 
cause of sleeplessness. 
* 
It can be seen that, when sleep­ 
lessness occurs, it is important 
that a careful study be made as 
soon as possible to determine the 
cause and eliminate it. 
Sleep-producing drugs are not 
without their dangers. They may 
be habit-forming and their use. ex­ 
cept under the directions of a 
physician, would hardly appear 
advisable. Many persons who, on 
one or another occasion have found 
it difficult to fall asleep, have 
resorted to the use of these drugs 
and then have just kept up their 
use when there was really no need 
for them. Of course, this practice 
should be frowned upon. 
There is a large variety of sleep- 
producing drugs known aa bar­ 
biturates. Just which one should 
be used and for how long, of 
course, is a matter for the physi­ 
cian to decide, and he will pre­ 
scribe it in the proper dose. When 
used in this way, it is likely that 
hftbit formation may be avoided 
and the dangerous effects of sleep- 
producing drugs prevented.
